Flair, who lost the belt to Garvin 
on September 25, told reporters af- 
ter the match: “Those two months 
without the belt were the hardest 
of my life, but it’s never gonna 
happen again. You're looking at 
the man who’s gonna retire as 
World champion. This fifth time 
around is my chance to prove to 
everyone that ‘The Nature Boy’ is 
the greatest wrestler of all time.”

Former NWA World champion 
Kerry Von Erich made his long- 
awaited retum to the ring six days 
ahead of schedule. Kerry was sup- 
posed to come back against Brian 
Adias on Thanksgiving, but 
teamed with his brother Kevin 
against Adias and The Iron Sheik 
on November 21 at The Sportator- 
ium in Hollywood, Florida. The 
match ended with a fout-way 
brawl as Kevin dropkicked Sheik 
and Kerry pinned Adias.

Five years ago, the wrestling world lost one of its greatest 
stars when Peter Maivia succumbed to cancer. But the Maivia 
legend lives on: Son Peter Maivia Jr.’s lifetime of training is 
allowing him to follow in his illustrious father’s footsteps 


ECOND-GENERATION _ su- 

perstars are nothing new in 
sports—particularly wrestling. 
Sons inherit many of their father’s 
physical gifts. They receive early 
and constant exposure to all fac- 
ets of the game, thus gaining 
poise, knowledge, and experience 
far beyond their tender years. 

This translates into a significant 
advantage when these youngsters 
start working their way up the 
sport's ladders of contention. If 
you don’t believe this, just consid- 
er how young men such as Curt 
Hennig, Greg Gagne, Mike Gra- 
ham, Greg Valentine, Bob Orton 
Jr., four Von Erichs, and six Harts 
have managed to add luster to 
their fathers’ reputations. 

The latest second-generation 
grappler to break into. the pro 
ranks is Peter Maivia Jr. The 22- 
year-old son of the legendary 
High Chief of Western Samoa is 
unmistakably a Maivia, both in ap- 
pearance and accomplishment. 

Standing precisely six feet tall 
and weighing a lean but muscular 
220 pounds, the young Maivia is 
part of the new breed of wrestlers 
who combine strength and speed

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Carrying on the tradition of his famous father, Peter Maivia Jr. is one of the top wrestlers in 
Hawaii and on the West Coast. In seven years of wrestling, Maivia Jr. has won several 
titles, including the Pacific belt he now possesses. 
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‘in one package. And like his fa- 
ther, who was equally great at ae- 
rial tactics, brawling, or scientific 
wrestling, young Peter is just as 
versatile in his ring tactics—and 
seems destined for the same 
success. 

Peter Maivia Jr. is presently a 
rising star in the new All-Star Cali- 
fornia Championship Wrestling 
Federation, where he holds the 
tag team title with one of the 
toughest men ever to step be- 
tween the ropes, Prof. Toru Tana- 
ka, Junior Maivia, as he is often 
called, is also considered a top 
contender for the ACCW heavy- 
weight title recently vacated by 
Victor Rivera. 

But Maivia Jr.’s entry into the 
pro ranks did not come easily. His 
wrestling education was long and 
arduous, with the benefit of his 
father’s experience coming at the 
expense of having to live up to 
his name. 

“My father began training me 
when | was 12, and just because | 


was his kid didn’t mean that he - 


was easy on me,” he said. ‘‘As a 
matter of fact, he worked me 
harder than he would anybody 
else. He always told me that if | 
wanted to make it in this profes- 
sion, | had better be able to han- 
dle his training and not complain, 
because no matter how hard he 
worked me, it still would not com- 
pare to a real pro bout. 

“We would work out at a 
school in Hawaii twice a day, first 
in the ring for about 21/2 hours in 
the morning, and with weights for 
three hours in the afternoon. | 
also began studying a form of 
martial arts called Ninjitsu, in 
which | currently hold a green 
belt.” 

His first pro bout came in Sa- 
moa at the age of 15. ‘| knew as 
soon as | stepped through the 
ropes that | wanted to be a pro 
just like my father,’ he said.

He 
moved on to capture that federa- 
tion’s tag team title (with Lars An- 
derson) before coming stateside 
to capture the ACCW Pacific 
championship. 

But his greatest triumph to date 
came when he and Prof. Tanaka 
defeated The Hollywood Blonds 
(Tim Patterson and Billy Ander-

OOK OUT, VON ERICHS! Terry Gordy is coming back to Texas, and he means 
business. This time, however, he’s coming back alone, without Michael Hayes and 
Buddy Roberts—the famed Fabulous Freebirds who terrorized the Von Erichs and the rest of 
the World Class area during the early 1980s. 

The Freebird band is now a trio of'solo acts. Roberts is wrestling for Wild West wrestling, 
another Texas promotion. Hayes has formed a controversial tag team with Jim Garvin. And 
at press time, Gordy, after a successful tour of Japan, was negotiating with WCCW officials 
for a return in late December or early January. 

But Gordy has more on his mind than contract negotiations. He and Roberts are upset 
over Hayes and Garvin calling themselves The Freebirds and have publicly said so. Roberts 
and Gordy feel the Freebird name is sacred. Because of this, Gordy is hoping to tear Hayes 
away from Garvin and bring him to World Class. 

Even if that doesn’t happen, Terry Gordy on his own could be a significant force in Texas. 

And Gordy’s interview with The Wrestler Senior Editor Bill Apter is of significant importance.

ESPITE HIS LACK of amateur 

background, Jerry ‘‘The King” 
Lawler has become one of the greatest 
stars in wrestling history. He owns pin- 
fall victories over Hulk Hogan, Randy 
Savage, King Kong Bundy, Rick Rude, 
Nick Bockwinkel, Harley Race, Ric 
Flair, and many other top stars. 

Lawler was born on November 29, 
1949, in Memphis. As an artistic teen- 
aged wrestling fan, he sent caricatures 
of wrestlers to Memphis commentator 
Lance Russell, who used them to ill 
airtime on WHBQ-TV in Memphis, 
Eventually, Russell introduced Lawler 
to international wrestling superstar 
Jackie Fargo and country/western 
singer Eddie Bond. Fargo and Bond 
commissioned Lawler to do several 
drawings for their collections. 

Lawler went to Memphis State Uni- 
versity on a scholarship in commercial 
art, but became interested in radio and 
landed a DJ spot on the college sta- 
tion. Impressed with the adoration ac- 
corded pro wrestlers and hoping to en- 
ter the sport, Jerry offered a small-time 
promoter free advertising space on his 
radio show if the promoter allowed 
him to wrestle once a week. Lawler 
was paid five dollars to team with Jer- 
ry Vickers and was annihilated by the 
experienced Masked Executioners in his 
first match. 

But rival promoter Nick Gulas was 
Jealous of this free publicity and asked 
Fargo to talk Lawler out of doing the 
radio spots. Lawler struck a deal with 
Fargo: He would hype Gulas’ promo- 
tion on the air if Fargo would agree to 
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train him. 

Lawler turned pro in 1970. In 1974 
he won his first Mid-Southern title, 
achieved status as the top man in the 
Mid-Southern area, wrestled his first 
NWA World title match, and_pro- 
claimed himself “The King of Wres- 
tling.”’ At least in Memphis, this tag is 
well-deserved. Lawler, who idolized 
Elvis Presley, has become the hottest 
drawing card in the history of Mem- 
phis’ Mid-South Coliseum. 

Lawler has held more Mid-Southern 
(now known as AWA Southern) titles 
than any other man, but didn’t gain 
national attention until his feud with 
comedian Andy Kaufman in the early 
1980s. Lawler got mad at Kaufman for 
putting down wrestling and challenged 
him to a series of matches. He serious- 
ly injured Kaufman with a_piledriver 
and later embarrassed him on Late 
Night With David Letterman. 


But Lawler’s most vicious feud took 
place last year against Tommy Rich, 
Austin Idol, and manager Paul E, 


Dangerously. Idol and Lawler ex- 
changed the AWA Southern belts— 
and severe injuries—several times. The 
feud ended when Lawler and Dundee 
defeated Rich and Idol in a scaffold 
match. Afterward, Lawler and Dundee 
pushed Dangerously off the scaffold, 
breaking his left leg, and nearly cas- 
trated him against a ringpost. 

Despite his success, Lawler had nev- 
er held a world title until this past 
October, when he and Dundee com- 
bined to win the AWA tag belts. Al- 
though the title reign lasted only 19 
days, Lawler had added to his impres- 
sive list of accomplishments. And now, 
only a world heavyweight champion- 
Ship eludes him.

DON’T COMPARE DEMOLITION 


F IMITATION IS the sincerest 

form of flattery, then Ax, Smash, 
and Mr. Fuji are big fans of The 
Road Warriors. With their outra- 
geous makeup, leather trunks and 
harnesses, and pumped-up phy- 
siques, they appear to be a calculat- 
ed and blatant attempt to emulate 
the greatest tag team in the sport. 

“Cheap imitations!” 

“Road Warriors forever!” 

“Where's your fake Ellering?” 
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These were among the reactions 
among fans when Demolition 
stomped onto the WWF ‘tag team 
scene early last year. Their auda- 
cious attempt to capitalize on the 
image of the NWA’s greatest tag 
team—indeed, on the team many 
say is the greatest ever in the histo- 
ry of the sport—was greeted with 
outrage and derision. 

But although they looked like the 
Warriors, they wrestled nothing like 


them. They were sorely tested by 
low-level teams in the WWF. The 
jeers mounted. The comparisons 
with the Warriors were absurd at 
best. It seemed that Ax and Smash 
were about to fall flat on their 
painted faces. 

Before long, however, the action 
in the ring began to outweigh the 
hyperbole behind WWF _  micro- 
phones. Ax and Smash never 
doubted that they had the talent to 


rise to the top. They began to hold 
their own—and gain occasional 
wins—against some of the best 
teams in the WWF. 

While it’s obvious that they aren't 
going to make anyone forget the 
Warriors, Demolition has gained a 
measure of respectability. Fans and 
observers now spend more time 
weighing them on their own merits 
than making comparisons.

any mention of Demolition was, is, 
and probably always will be, up- 
roarious laughter, coupled with a 
string of expletives unsuitable for 
publication. But the reaction among 
fans and professional experts has 
softened somewhat. “They're not as 
good as the Warriors, but what 
team is?” seems to be the general 
consensus. 

“The point is, if you think about 
it carefully, if there were no Road 


Warriors, then Demolition would be 
considered to be a pretty formi- 
dable team,” said Managing Editor 
Craig Peters. “The problem is that 
they’re living in the shadows of the 
Warriors, and that’s a reputation 
that no team should have to try 
and match.” 

Editor-in-Chief Stu Saks, at first 
one of Ax and Smash’s harshest 
critics, now takes a more objective

IKE THE FOOTBALL team of 

his alma mater Oklahoma Uni- 
versity, former Sooner offensive 
guard and current UWF heavy- 
weight champion Steve Williams is 
rolling through competition like a 
freight train. But in piling up vic- 
tory after easy victory, both Wil- 
liams and the UWF are in danger 
of losing their edge. 

“Oklahoma doesn’t know 
whether they can cover an on-side 
kick or play prevent defense,” 
said a rival coach after his team 
lost to Oklahoma by a score of 7] 
to 10. “Oklahoma’s players don’t 
know yet if they can play with a 
chill down their spines. That’s a 
terrible thing because the level of 
competition in our conference is 
so bad.” 

Ditto Steve Williams. 

“Tike a tank through a rice pad- 
dy,” is how one sportswniter de- 
scribed the carnage Williams had 
wrought upon the UWF—or at 
least those wrestlers in the UWF 
he’s faced. Williams is undefeated 
since capturing the federation’s 
championship in July, but he’s yet 
to be challenged. There are two 
reasons for this: The opponents he 
has faced he’s beaten handily, and 
he has yet to face serious and sus- 
tained challenges from some of 
the area’s top stars such as Sting, 
Larry Zbyszko, and _ Bany 
Windham. 

And that might pose a problem 
somewhere down the road. 

“Williams has two aspirations: to 
compete for the NWA title, and to 
build his UWF title to where it’s 
equal in stature to the NWA belt,” 
said one critic, “but he’s not get- 
ting any better wrestling the same 
people over and over. Black Bart, 
Eddie Gilbert, Black Bart, Eddie 
Gilbert. It’s like training to climb 
Mt. Everest by walking a 
treadmill.” 

Windham, who has thus far 
faced Williams just once, can sym- 
pathize. Windham recalls the lazy 
months he spent in Florida, bored 
and sluggish, just to appease his

father. 

“There was a time when Dad 
wanted me around just to be 
around,” he says. “I had accom- 
plished all I could in Florida. I 
won all the titles, had resolved all 
the feuds. There was hardly any - 
new competition coming into the 
area, so I ended up wrestling the 
same opponents 10 and 20 times. 
At that point your concentration 
dissolves. You get careless, you 
make stupid mistakes, and you be- 
come prone to injury. 

“Without goals an athlete is 
dead,” Windham continued. “I 
know Williams wants the NWA ti- 
tle. That’s his motivation, and it’s a 
good one. Once that desire gets in 
your blood, it’s hard to shake. As 
far as I’m concemed, he’d better 
watch out for me because I’m 
gonna kick his butt.

EARS AGO, IN the days B.H. 

(Before Hogan), a conversation 
took place on a late-night radio talk 
show between two famous ex-wrestling 
champions. 

“Tt don’t see one man becoming a 
dominant force anymore,” said one 
champion whose style, a mix of scien- 
tific brilliance and combative rough- 
housing, dominated the 1940s. ‘‘Pro 
wrestling has achieved parity. There are 
two or three dozen men who are good 
enough to become world champions. | 
wouldn’t be surprised if, in the next 10 
years, 20 different wrestlers capture the 
belt.” 

His colleague, a wily grappler in his 
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determined challengers? 


day, known for his ability to exploit 
opponents’ weaknesses, agreed. ‘‘Back 
when we wrestled,” he remarked, 
“there were four, maybe five men who 
controlled the ring. They were the ma- 
jor leagues and everyone else was a 
notch below. Today it’s a free-for-all. 
No one stands out in the crowd. 

“T think it’s great for wrestling, es- 
pecially for wrestling fans. They can 
rally behind some guy knowing he has 
a real shot at the title. It makes the 
sport more exciting.” 

In these days of A.H. (you know 
what that means), we can eliminate 
some of the two or three dozen men 
capable—according to ring legends 


who shall remain nameless—of win- 
ning the WWF belt. 

Randy Savage. Paul Orndorff. An- 
dre the Giant. King Kong Bundy. One 
Man Gang. Magnificent Muraco. Ted 
DiBiase. Greg Valentine. Honky Tonk 
Man. Iron Sheik. Nikolai Volkoff. 
George Steele. Jake Roberts. Ken 
Patera. Killer Khan. David Shultz. Jes- 
se Ventura.

Should we continue? 

He’s been triple-teamed, beaten up, 
left for dead, and wrestled for the title 
the next evening; he won.

Giant. He makes dozens of personal 
appearances a year (maybe even a 
month!), survives on little or no sleep, 
yet tightens his grip on the title with 
each passing month. His popularity is 
such that it is reported he once turned 
down a million-dollar offer to wrestle 
in Japan for one week. 

Criticize his skills, mock his style, 
adore him to death, or hope his plane 
crashes—no one has ever dominated a 
wrestling ring like Hulk Hogan. As his 
tenure as WWF champion approaches 
the four-year mark, Hogan appears 
nearly invincible, his reign of success 
unrelenting. 

The question, then, in this age of 
alleged parity, remains: Is there any- 
body out there who can take Hogan’s 
title? Is there anyone in the world who 
can beat him? 

It should provoke a simple response. 
Of course Hogan can be beaten. He’s 
slow and slothlike in the ring, incapa- 
ble of defending against speed., His 
ring strategies are predictable, limited 
mainly to some fist-pumping, with an 
occasional elbowsmash and legdrop 
thrown in for good measure. Despite 
his celebrated pythons, there are at 
least a dozen wrestlers equally as 
strong. His hectic schedule rarely per- 
mits him time to train properly; he 
often appears to be wrestling from 


The champion has Hercules Hernandez 
ready to be pinned after locking him in Her- 
nandez’s own favorite move, the full-nelson. 
memory. He is a champion begging to 
be conquered. 

So? 

“So? Sew buttons!” responds’ noted 
wrestling columnist Matt Brock. ‘For 
years Hogan has made idiots out of 
us. Wrestling’s greatest analysts have 
predicted his fall from the beginning. 
He has no right to be champion. He 
lacks the moves, the grace, and the 
stamina to be champion for so long. 
Yet, champion he remains. Finally, we 
must give him his due. We must con- 
cede that his package ain’t pretty, but 
it’s effective. 

“He always finds a way to win. In 
the final analysis, that’s the only mark 
of a champion that matters.”’ 

Recently, a trio of challengers to 
Hogan’s title have captured the head- 
lines and imaginations of fans and 
writers. But, according to Brock, don’t 
bet the farm against Hogan yet. Rick 
Rude, Ted DiBiase, and One Man 
Gang are nothing to get excited over. 

“Big deal. Rude, DiBiase, and One 
Man Gang. Hernandez, King Kong 
Bundy, and Muraco. What about Pip- 
er, Orndorff, and Savage? I don’t even 
think Hogan knows who he wrestles 
anymore. He claims to switch strategies 
according to opponents. I don’t believe 
him. He just says, ‘Show me the ring, 
show me the man, and leave me alone. 
Pll take care of the rest.’ 

“The only thing that can beat Ho- 
gan is boredom,” Brock continues. 
“But as long as he maintains the rela- 
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One Man Gang feels the power of a Hogan 
headlock.

tionship he has with the fans, I don’t 
think he’ll ever get bored. Mr. Hogan 
will be around a long time.” 

Long enough to eclipse Bruno Sam- 
martino’s 72-year title mark? 

Two things are working in Hogan’s 
favor. One: close associates reveal that 
Hogan would love to break Bruno’s 
mark. With that goal in mind, Ho- 
gan’s giant-sized ego would provide the 
necessary motivation over the next 3% 
years. 

Two: as Hogan’s reputation en- 
larges, the caliber of challengers filter- 
ing into the WWF seems to be 
diminishing. Wrestlers who represent 
real challenges—Stan Hansen, Bruiser 
Brody, Ric Flair, Lex Luger, etc.—are 
all contractually obligated to other re- 
gions. Hogan can chew on a steady 
diet of DiBiases and Rudes forever and 
still pursue the movie career he so des- 
perately wants. 

If he can avoid injury and remain 
alert and committed, there are those 
who believe Hulk Hogan can take his 
championship into the 21st century. 

“It’s possible that the man who will 
eventually topple Hogan is still in 
grammar school,’ says Brock. ‘“‘And 
that’s mind-boggling!”’ O 


J.J. Dillon Orders Lex Luger: 


STOP STING 
BEFORE HE 
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HESE ARE TRYING times for 
Mr. Ric Flair. Although feeling 
sorry for Flair is somewhat akin to 
feeling sympathy for the devil 
(yes, Flair lost his vaunted NWA 
World crown for the fourth time, 
but isn’t it also true that he sold 
all his stock two days before the 
market crashed?), the former 
NWA champion is experiencing 
some anxious moments. And 
there’s with no letup in sight. 
While Flair may soon discover 


a way to regain the belt that has. 


come to be known as his belt, the 
veil of invincibility he had carefully 
constructed was shredded by 
Ronnie Garvin’s hands of stone. 
Expose a man’s myth and you 
expose the man himself. The 
world always knew Flair could be 
had, but were mystified as to why 
he wasn’t. Now they see him as 


he is:.a beaten ex-champion. 
And that’s only the good news. 
The bad news is that Flair now 
has UWF assassin Sting hot on 
his trail. Word is out that Sting, 
cut from the same imposing cloth 
as The Road Warriors and Lex 
Luger, wants a big piece of Flair. 
Preferably his head. On a platter. 
Not since Lex Luger’s ascen- 
sion to stardom in Florida two 
years ago has a young wrestler 
captured the public’s imagination 
the way Sting has. Like Luger, 
Sting hasn’t the patience to work 
his way slowly up the ranks. He 
wants recognition and_ instant 
credibility—credibility that would 
be guaranteed by the destruction 
of Flair. 
If past experience is any indica- 
tor, grapplers whom Sting finds 
contemptable usually pay a penal-

Many people say that Lex Luger was welcomed into The Four 
Horsemen as a way of protecting Ric Flair from Luger’s title 
aspirations. Now Luger is being used as the number-one weapon in the 
war against Sting before Sting is strong enough to damage the 
Horsemen in general—and Flair in particular! 
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ty. “Once Sting didn’t like the way 
his opponent combed his hair,” 
the source continued. “So he 
cracked the man’s skull so the 
doctors would have to shave his 
head. In certain moments, he’s 
quite insane.” 

Which is why J.J. Dillon, Flair’s 
business adviser and manager of 
The Four Horsemen, is_ taking 
steps to protect his investment. 
He has assigned Lex Luger to 
“get Sting” before Sting can get 
to Flair. This bit of strategy has 
left Flair embarrassed, Dillon wor- 
ried, Luger livid, and Sting angrier 
still. 

“T think Dillon is overreacting,” 
suggested World Championship 
Wrestling announcer David Crock- 
ett. “He looks at Sting and feels 
threatened, but he forgets that 
Flair has handled men of Sting’s 
size and strength his entire 
career.” 

Luger welcomed the challenge 
to “wipe the mascara off that 
muscle-headed twit” but was con- 
cerned about possible misconcep- 
tions. “! am not Ric Flair’s body- 
guard,’ he stated emphatically. 
“First off, Ric Flair doesn’t need a 
bodyguard. He can handle his 
own battles. It’s the philosophy of 
the Horsemen to help each other 
should a crisis arise. Flair is train- 
ing for a title rematch with Garvin. 
He can’t be bothered by some 
idiot in makeup. So | will dispose 
of Sting in his place.” 

Dillon, worried that the entire 
episode may tear the delicate fab- 
ric of the Horsemen to shreds, 
echoes Luger’s words. “This is 
not a case of me telling Lex to 
protect Ric because he can’t de- 
fend himself. That is absurd. 
Luger’s just helping out in a 
pinch. While Flair is busy training, 
Luger will get some exercise.” 

The real winners in this melo- 
drama are the wrestling fans who 
are privileged to watch these goli- 
aths do battle. 

“If it wasn’t for this feud, it may 
have been years before Sting and 
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Luger headlocks Sting (above) and engages him in a test of strength (below). Though their 
ring styles are similar, Luger and Sting have an entirely different set of priorities. Luger’s 
success is unquestionably tied in with the fortunes of The Four Horsemen, while Sting is 
more or less on his own. 


Luger wrestled,” said UWF Com- 
missioner John Ayres. “Two guys 
so young and powerful usually 
sidestep each other for a long 
time. Neither one of them wants 
to get knocked off the ladder of 
contention. It'll be a wild, wild 
feud, that’s for certain.” 

Indeed, the first meeting be- 


tween Sting and Luger was turbu- 
lent and turbo-charged. Showing 
little finesse and plenty of disdain 
for each other, the grapplers at- 
tacked each other with reckless 
fury. A match of muscles, body- 
slams, and suplexes ended in a 
double-disqualification as both 
men were slugging away at each 


other outside of the ring. Several 
rematches, equally violent in 
pitch, proved inconclusive. This 
feud may span a career before 
spawning a result. 

Although Flair has been un- 
characteristically silent, those 
close to him describe a man 
smug and content. Said one,

“Flair did not become Flair on his 
good looks.

Somehow he 
has positioned Luger and Sting, 
his two main threats—Sting realis- 
tically and Luger potentially—into 
a feud with each other. 
“Watching their effortless move- 
ments, their power and sheer 
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there’s little doubt 


force of will, 
that either of them could have 


their way against Flair,” the 
source continued. “But as long as 
they wrestle each other, Flair has 
nothing to worry about. Let the 
Ronnie and Jim Garvin and Dusty 
Rhodes and Barry Windham at- 
tack him. Flair can handle them. 
Luger and Sting are in a different 
league entirely.” 

Flair dismissed the statements 
as “utter nonsense.” 

“Where does Nikita Koloff fit 
into this theory?” Flair asked. “I 
wrestle him, don’t I? Isn’t he on 
the same ‘super level’ as you 
magazine idiots place Sting and 
Luger? 

“l won’t talk about this any- 
more. | won’t involve myself in a 
stupid argument.” 

Don’t get involved. Sit comfort- 
ably on the sidelines and let oth- 
ers battle it out. 

Just the way Ric Flair likes it.0 
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Owen Hart. The youngest son in 
the famous Hart family (father Stu 
and brothers Brett, Bruce, Keith, 
Dean, Smith, and Wayne are all 
active wrestlers) began amateur 
wrestling when he was six years old 
and won the Canadian National 
Amateur championship in early 
1986. Owen turned pro immediate- 
ly afterward, winning his first North

American title from Makian Singh 
on July 19, 1986. Although Singh 
recaptured the strap two months 
later, Owen regained the title on 
April 19, 1987,- and defended it 
frequently against a frightening ar- 
ray of opponents. A perfect blend 
of ring science, brawling, and aerial 
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skills, Owen once amazed observers 
with a flying bodypress off the top 
rope—five rows into the audience! 
His repertoire of manuevers seems 
endless, and a recent successful 
tour of Japan left no doubt that he 
will quickly develop into an interna- 
tional star. 

Bruce Hart. This member of the 
Hart family sacrifices scientific 
moves for a more direct brawling 
approach, a style he feels is more 
effective against men like Makian 
Singh and Jerry Morrow. |n addition 
to holding the International tag 
team title with Brian  Pillman, 
Bruce has also held the tag belts 
with brother Keith. He once beat 
Dynamite Kid for the British Com- 
monwealth title. 

Makian Singh. The former North 
American champion started in 
Stampede as fan favorite Mike 
Shaw, but soon turned evil under 
the influence of Gama_ Singh, 
whose last name he _ adopted. 
Though a big man at 6’2’’, 380 
pounds, Makian is agile and very 
good at using his weight to his ad- 
vantage. His ‘‘Karachi ®Krunch’’ 
splash has crippling potential. 

Gama Singh. Also known as 
“The Great Gama,’’ this sadistic 
man is the leader of a vicious gang

22Z-Man Los Angeles Battle Royal 


HEN LOU THESZ flipped Pat 
O'Connor over the top rope 

to win the old-timers’ battle royal in 
the Byrne Meadowlands Arena in 
New Jersey in November, it un- 
leashed a flood of recollections 
about other great battle royals past. 
Although the Los Angeles Olym- 


pic Auditorium will unfortunately 
soon go the way of Ebbets’ Field 
and the Polo Grounds, the bulldoz- 
ers that will demolish that hallowed 
arena will not budge my memories 
of one of the wildest wrestling 
events—and greatest individual per- 
formances—it has ever been my 


pleasure to witness. 

The excitement spawned by that 
22-man free-for-all helped bring bat- 
tle royals to the wrestling world to 
stay. The action and mayhem | wit- 
nessed that night will stand out 
from the rubble of my memory 
forever.

A few had been held in small are- 
nas throughout the country, but 
when Olympic promoter the late 
Eileen Eaton announced that a 22- 
man, $10,000 donnybrook would 
follow the regular card at, the 
Olympic that January night, | had 
my bags packed and ticket bought 
before you could say “over-the-top 
rope.” 

I was eager to see how such 
stars as Fred Blassie, Mil Mascaras, 
Rocky Johnson, Pepper Martin, The 
Great Kojika, Don Carson, Mr. 
Atomic, The Oregon Lumberjack, 
Earl Maynard, and The Mauler 
would adapt their individual styles to 
this new method of mat warfare. 

It was only with the greatest of 
difficulty that Mrs. Eaton was even 
able to persuade the California State 
Athletic Commission to sanction the 
bout. The knowledge that this could 
be one of the first—and possibly the 
very last—battle) royal ever held in 
a major arena gave the event na- 
tionwide importance; the press box 
was a veritable Who’s Who of 
wrestling journalists. ‘ 

The sellout crowd was torn be- 
tween apprehension and anticipa- 
tion as each wrestler was intro- 
duced. The ring looked awfully

small with the combatants packed 
into: it. 

The bell rang and wrestling en- 
tered a new era. Friends and tag 
team partners immediately joined 
together to eliminate their most 
hated rivals first. It was payback 
time all around as several wrestlers 
took the opportunity to settle ac- 
counts. Blassie clamped a strangle- 
hold on Mascaras, tangled Mil’s 
head in the second rope, and 


wrenched his feet off the canvas. 
Blassie’s ally Don Carson then 
charged across the ring and landed 
square on the masked star’s neck. 
The match was temporarily halted 
as Mascaras was taken to the hospi- 
tal with what was later diagnosed 
as a twisted neck. 

Former Mr. Universe Earl May- 
nard was the next to fall to the 
rampaging duo, followed by the 
Great Kojika. The Oregon Lumber- 
jack and Rocky Johnson ganged up 
on Blassie, while Pepper Martin and 
Mr. Atomic targeted Carson 
through the hail of flying bodies. 

When Martin and Atomic threw 
Carson out of the ring, it was open 
season on Blassie. The remaining 
wrestlers vied with each other to 
punish him, and a rain of elbows, 
dropkicks, and clotheslines rained 
down on the obnoxious blond, 
much to the delight of the crowd. 
Blassie soon realized he’d be killed 
if he remained. Forgetting all about 
the $10,000 prize money, Blassie 
hightailed it back to the dressing 
room. 

With five wrestlers left, tactics 
changed again. Johnson rocked 
Martin and Mr. Atomic with flying 
mares before dropkicking both men 
out of the ring. He then body- 
slammed and pinned the Mauler. 
But the friendship of a few minutes 
was forgotten as the Lumberjack 
caught Johnson clamped him in a 
full-nelson. Johnson powered out of 
it, felled and pinned the Lumber- 
jack for the $10,000 prize, and 
basked in the wild cheers of the 
crowd. 

But the Rock was on a roll. He 
grabbed the microphone and chal- 
lenged the Great Kojika to put his 
Americas title on the line—against 
his hard-earned $10,000. Kojika 
figured Rocky would be easy pick- 
ings after his hard victory, and so 
agreed, but there was no stopping 
“The Soulman” that night. He 
quickly pinned Kojika to win the 
title, capping on one of the greatest 
individual performances in wrestling 
history. What a night! fe

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RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Somebody out there doesn’t like us. Or at least doesn’t agree with 
us. We've been getting a lot of mail lately, and not much of it's 
been favorable. 

Let's start things off with a letter from Christopher McGlothlin of 
Radford, Virginia. “When the new ratings format was adopted, it was 
stated that certain titleholders would receive an automatic number- 
one rating in their respective areas. For example, the WWF Intercon- 
tinental champion,” writes Christopher. “However, as of the Septem- 
ber 30 ratings period, the United States, World Class Texas, AWA 
International, and Southeastern champions are all ranked number 
two. Has the old policy been changed or dropped entirely? In my 
opinion, those titleholders deserve an automatic number-one rating. 
If a wrestler holding one of the aforementioned titles isn’t receiving 
the majority of shots at the area’s major title, it is solely because of 
the promoter’s reluctance to sign a match between two fan favorites 
or two rulebreakers. Your ratings should not diminish those titles 
because of that unfortunate bias. 

“Secondly, | have a suggestion that 
would greatly improve the quality of the 
ratings. The ‘Most Popular’ and ‘Most 
Hated’ categories should be dropped be- 
cause they are meaningless. It doesn’t 
matter how popular or hated a wrestler 
is. Hulk Hogan and George Steele are 
both loved while Ric Flair and Danny 
Davis are hated, but look at the differ- 
ence in their levels of success. Flair and 
other ‘hated’ wrestlers enjoy healthy fan 

George Steele followings. The ratings are also far too 
biased toward the NWA and WWF, and they receive far too much 
coverage as it is. Dropping those categories would open up space 
that could be used to rate two smaller promotions. Some of the best 
wrestling today takes place in smaller organizations. Rating those 
areas would show a much better picture of what's going on in the 
sport.” 

We plead guilty on rating Flair number one over Lex Luger in the 
NWA ratings for the January issue of The Wrestler. Many other 
readers pointed out the same thing, and it was nothing but a 
mistake. The U.S, champion and the Intercontinental champion do 
receive respective automatic number-one rankings in the NWA and 
WWF. Other titles that receive automatic number-one rankings are: 
Western States (UWF), AWA International (Mid-Southern), and British 
Commonwealth (Stampede). Our mistake was rectified in the Febru- 
ary 1988 issue. 

Now on to more letters. “It’s always fascinating to me how your 
magazine always manages to get in a little dig at Hulk Hogan no 
matter what,” writes Mike Facciani of Johnstown, Pennsylvania. 
“Even though you rated ‘The Hulkster’ number one this month 
[January 1988], it seems to be with some reluctance, and | don’t 
understand it. 

“What the heck do you mean you should ‘start the ratings at 


number two this month because nobody deserves to be number 
one?’ Hogan damn well deserves it, because whether you like it or 
not, he is the greatest wrestler in the sport! Face it, nobody can beat 
him, not Andre the Giant, Flair, Randy Savage, Luger, or anyone else 
you can name. 

“Besides, it’s far more impressive for a champion to win a title 
and keep it than it is to lose a title and regain it like Flair has done. 
Hogan stands so far above everyone else in wrestling | don’t know 
how you could even consider someone else for the top spot in the 
Top 10. But the way your crazy ratings go sometimes, and consider- 
ing your partiality toward the NWA, I’m surprised you didn’t rank 
Flair number one even without the World title.” 

Strong words, but Mike wasn’t in the minority, “When you guys 
make up the ratings,” writes Earle Brown of Middletown, New York, 
“look at the way titles change hands and stop giving top billing to a 
guy who cheats, uses technicalitites, and needs the help of three or 
four other wrestlers to subdue opponents or future opponents. Hulk 
Hogan doesn’t use any of these means,” 

“Please give the fans your reasoning 
for your obvious bias against Hulk Ho- 
gan and favoritism toward Flair,” writes 
Phil Ewan of Newburgh, New York. 
"Your magazine seems to totally disre- 
gard Flair’s tarnished victories and the 
dishonor he brings to his title defenses. 
We need an explanation from you. What 
lock does Flair have on you guys? Does 
he own part of the magazines? Maybe 

ease he slips you guys some good ol’ cash! 
Hulk Hogan The Hogan fans want an explanation.” 

You asked for an explanation, so you'll get it. The Hogan fans can 
be awfully blind sometimes. They'll disregard that he defends the 
belt only three or four times a month. Flair has held the NWA 
World title for most of the past six years. He defends the belt more 
times in one month than Hogan does in several. And although Flair 
has a tendency to cheat, he’s undoubtedly a fine scientific wrestler, 
perhaps the finest today—don’t discount the “inherent skill” factor 
in the ratings criteria. 


California, here we come! This month, we go to the left coast for 
our revolving ratings category. The All-Star California Championship 
Wrestling Federation has an exciting mixture of veterans and rising 
young stars. The heavyweight champion is “Wildman” Jack Arm- 
strong. The tag champs are young sensation Peter Maivia Jr. and 
former WWF World tag champ (and The Wrestler “X-Ray” panelist) 
Prof. Toru Tanaka. 

Dare we ask for more mail after all the things you've been saying 
about us? Actually, we have no choice. The Wrestler is, after all, your

Jack Haynes after a vicious “demo- 
lition” of Haynes’ cousin Brady 
Boone. Patera and Haynes may be 
two of the strongest men in the 
sport, but Demolition has been han- 
dling themselves quite well as the 
feud gathers force. 
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Demolition effectively vanquishes a lesser 
opponent (left), but needs a lot more effort 
against Ken Patera (above). 

“IT think this feud with Haynes 
and Patera is a major part of Fuji’s 
plan, to toughen them up for an 
eventual title match with Strike 
Force,” Saks added. “I’m not saying 
it's going to happen overnight, but 
I'm not ruling it out. You know, 
Demolition does remind me of a 
very successful tag team. 

“No, not the Road Warriors,” 
Saks continued. “But with their im- 
proving combination of power, 
speed, science, and managing, Ax 
and Smash remind me more of The 
Hart Foundation.” 

As for the inevitable comparisons 
with The Road Warriors, they seem 
to be fading away. Demolition has 
weathered the storm of criticism 
that came with their arrival on the 
WWF tag team scene, and they're 
zeroing in on Strike force, the 
WWF World tag team champions.

guy who has the drive to really go 
for it.” 

Windham’s assessment of the 
situation is correct. In interviews, 
Williams talks about the untapped 
greatness of the UWF, and also 
about the prize of the NWA World 
belt. 

But Williams has been lacking in 
opportunities: opportunities to face 
all the top UWF stars, and oppor- 
tunities to wrestle for the NWA 
World belt. 


By denying him these opportuni- 
ties, the UWF risks losing their 
biggest star—forever. 

“Tm not saying I’d walk,” Wil- 
liams says. “I just don’t see why 
this thing can’t be worked out. 
We're all reasonable people 
here.” 

How reasonable remains to be 
seen. UWF Commissioner John 
Ayers’ position has not changed. 
“The intention of the UWF is not 
to merge with the NWA or to have 
a unification title bout,” he says. 
“What would happen if Williams 
won the NWA title? Which belt 
would he defend? I think we all 
know the answer to that one.” 

The unwillingness of the UWF to 
relent on this issue makes little 
sense. Common sense dictates 
that the UWF ought to allow Wil-

liams to go for the World title. “It 
adds prestige to the organization,” 
remarks wrestling announcer Gor- 
don Solie. “Let’s say Williams did 
win the NWA title. The UWF 
could then say, ‘Look at Williams, 
he got his start in the UWF.’ Wres- 
tlers then perceive the UWF title 
as a springboard to the NWA 
World championship. That’s an en- 
viable position. You attract a lot of 
top talent that way.” 

In the late 1970s and early 1980s, 
the Missouri title assumed the aura 
of “springboard” to the NWA 
crown. “Suddenly,” Solie recalls, 
“you had the best wrestlers in the 
world going to St. Louis to go after 
the belt. People you’d never ex- 
pect to see there were there—Da- 
vid and Kerry Von Erich, Harley 
Race, Bob Backlund, Ken Patera, 
Ted DiBiase, Dusty Rhodes—even 
Ric Flair wrestled for it.” 

But the NWA title question may 
even be eclipsed by the UWF title 
defense situation. The UWF’s wish 
to build itself into a major federa- 
tion is being undermined by their 
myopic rules and regulations. In 
order for a federation to grow, it 


must offer its grapplers opportuni- 
ty. Opportunity to expand their 
careers. 

‘T’ve defeated Black Bart more 
times than I can count,” Williams 
says, “and frankly, it was like pull- 
ing teeth to get the Windham bout 
signed, Sure, I can get all the 
matches against Bart or Eddie Gil- 
bert I want; they’re good, but I’ve 
proven that I can beat them 10 
times out of 10. There’s new com- 
petition out there, and I want it. 
But I don’t know if I want to spend 
all my time with papers and con- 
tracts and phone calls.” 

Steve Williams is a proud man, a 
professional who honors his obli- 
gations. But the constant chafing 
with the UWF is beginning to im- 
tate him. Better to allow a man of 
Williams’ caliber the freedom to 
explore his potential than risk los- 
ing him forever. 

UWF Commissioner Ayers 
should be advised of this maxim: 
What goes around comes around. 
If Ayers wishes to retain Williams’ 
friendship and loyalty—premium 
items in a fickle sport—he should 
change his tune. Oo
